whole new generation of youngsters. 

Jockeying generally involves three 
areas ~ Video Jockey (VJ), Dise 
Jockey (DJ) and Radio Jockey ( RJ). 
All three deal with music. What dif- 
ferentiates them is the place or media 
they use to reach the audience.

Risanchor music programs cn ra- 
dio. In addition to playing music on air, 
they also provide information on the 
music, weather and traffic. They play 
requests from listeners, interview 
guests and manage contests. 

It requires hard work and presence 
‘of mind. The competition is tough and 
it takes more than a good voice to woo 
the audience. For those serious about 
this profession, the 


general advice is to 
listen to a lot of radio, try te put 
yourself in the shoes of listeners, 
try and come up with innovetive 
ideas, use oodles of wit and pack 
your voice with energy. 

A career in the media or en- 
tertainment industry is very ex- 
citing and also challenging for 
those who love to be kept on their toes, 
thanks to the sheer pace at which things 
keep changing. 

BASIC QUALIFICATIONS 

Though no formal qualification is 
required, a degree is generally a pre 
requisite. There are a couple of train- 
ing institutes that train you on how to 
handle auditions. Short-term work-

Hippocrates the Greek physician and 
philosopher (460 to 370 B.C.) is 
considered as the ‘Father of modern 
Medicine’. He played an important role in 
laying the foundation of scientific 
medicine and seperating it 
philosophical speculations and 
superstitions. An oath of ethical 
professional behaviour taken by newly 
‘qualified doctors is attributed to him and 
is called as the ‘Hippocratic oath.” 

In reality Hipprocrates knew far less 
about the working of the human body than 
4 high school student knows today. He 
believed that veins carried air and not 
blood, 

Hippocrates’ modem reputa- 
tion, is based on his views 
which were considered rather 


from 


radical at that time, But now the views 
are widely accepted by all-both the doc: 
tors and the patients alike. Hippocrat 
held the belief that the body must be 
treated as a whole and not as just a ser 
of parts. He accurately described disease 
symptoms and was the first physician to 
accurately describe the symptoms of pneu- 
monia, as well as epilepsy in children. He 
believed in the natural healing process of 
rest, a good diet, fresh air and cleanliness. 
He noted that there were individual 
ferences in the severity of disease symp- 
toms and that some individuals were bet-
